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Girl dies 
of trauma 
after abuse

GRANITE CITY — A 2-year-old Granite City 
‘ girl died early Friday of traumatic injuries caused 
by child abuse. 

Heather Nicole Watson of the 3000 block of Iowa 
Street died at St. Louis Children’s Hospital shortly 
after 2 a.m. Friday. 

“We have not yet received the autopsy report, 
but after a preliminary talk with the pathologist 
we feel it was a homicide,’’ Police Chief Don 
Knight said Saturday. 


Heather was taken to St. Elizabeth Medical Cen- 
ter at 8:45 p.m. Thursday by her mother, Kathy 
Phillips, 18, for complaints of vomiting. The child 
was examined by a physician and was transferred

Troop-cut plan praised, 
federal budget assailed 


By Sabrina Eaton 
Staff writer 


WASHINGTON — Legislators 
from Illinois and Missouri on 
Thursday praised troop-cut pro- 
posals in President George 
Bush’s State of the Union 
Address, although Democrats 
complained Bush’s budget 
scrimps most in some of the 
areas where his speech soared 
highest. 

“I welcome the President's 
proposal for greater troop reduc- 
tions in Eastern Europe,” said 
Sen. Paul Simon, D-Ill. ‘But 
overall, the President’s rhetoric 
does not mesh with his budget.” 

Though Bush devoted a portion 
of his speech to education, 
Simon said, the budget only calls 
for a small funding increase for 
education. And the budget lists 
more than $5 billion in Medicare 
cuts, Simon added. 

Bush’s Wednesday night 
address called for reducing 
troops in Eastern Europe .to 
195,000 on each side, and touched 
on a wide range of issues includ- 
ing education, health care, defi- 
cit reduction and the environ- 
ment. 

“‘The speech really was a the- 
matic speech, rather than a 
detailed speech,” observed Mis- 
souri Republican’ Sen. John C. 
Daiforth. “My own view is that 
the best line was the very strong 
statement about racism and big- 
otry. I think every President and 
politician should be making that 
point from every platform, and 
I’m glad he did it.’” 

“One calling card he laid on 
the doorstep of every American 
was saying that you are the 
Union, you are what will make 
this country be competitive, be 
literate and continue to be a bea- 
con to everyone throughout the 
world,’’ said Rep. Jack Buech- 
ner, R-Kirkwood. 

Sen. Christopher S. ‘‘Kit’’ 
Bond, R-Missouri, enthusiastical- 
ly praised Bush’s emphasis on 


investing in this nation’s compet- 
itive and human capacity. 

“Education, housing, protect- 
ing our environment, ild care, 
encouragi research and devel- 
opment and savings, investment 
in the competitive infrastructure 
of this nation, and sticking to the 
Gramm-Rudman deficit reduc- 
tion targets, these are the priori- 
ties that the President has set 
for the decade ahead,’’ Bond 
said. “‘And these are the values 
Americans have held for genera- 
tions.”” 

House Majority Leader Rich- 
ard A. Gephardt, D-south St. 
Louis, said he left the House 
Chamber after the speech feel- 
ing better about the world, but 
unsure of America’s place in it. 

“After more than a year in 
office, I believe he should have 
been far more specific about 
how he intends to strengthen our 
economy and lift the economic 
fortunes of people who work for 
a living,” said Gephardt. “That, 
after all, is what the State of 
this Union ought to be about.” 

Rep. Jerry Costello, D-Belle- 
ville, said the tone of the speech 
was good, but he felt the talk 
lacked true commitment to edu- 
cation and senior citizens. 


“It lacked substance,” Costello 
said. “There are discrepancies 
between what he says and what 
he does.” 


Rep. Glenn Poshard, D-Carter- 
ville, called the presidential 
address and budget ‘‘a dou- 
ble-edged sword,”’ praising it for 
implementing such programs as 
drug-abuse education and Head 
Start instruction, and criticizing 
it for eliminating needed stu- 
dent-loan programs. 


“I found the actual budget not 
matching the rhetoric of the 
State of the Union address, even 
ths I enjoyed the sincerity of 
the President and the eloquence 
of the speech,” Poshard said. 


“The administration budget 
provides neither a blueprint on 
where our country should go, nor 
a candid statement of its spend- 
ing prioritiS,”" agreed Sen. Alan 
Dixon, D-Ill. 


“Rather, we have been pres- 
ented with the same kind of opti- 
mistic economic assumptions, 
phony numbers, fake cuts, bud- 
getary gimmicks, and smoke 
and mirrors that have dominat- 
ed the budgetary scene for a 
long time.”’

“They distinguished themselves, 
and, while I can’t say whether 
om not they changed the course 
of. the war, I do know they made

“They fought as hard as the 
white soldiers and that makes 
me feel proud, prouder than 
ever, in fact, to call myself an 
American."” 

As Washington plays him, Trip 
is a real scrapper. 

“He’s a scavenger and a sur- 
vivor,’’ Washington said. ‘‘His 
concerns are simple. He wants 
good shoes and some respect. 
Before the war, he was like a 
dead man, unable to s| ik up or 
be a real person. He didn’t have 
any real identity. 

“In the war, Trip gets, for the 
first time in his life, the chance 
to complain and speak up. His 
anger really comes to the sur- 
face, as you might imagine it 
would after years of suppres- 
sion.” 

The filming of ‘‘Glory’’ was 
accomplished, in great measure, 
on locations in| and around 
Savannah, Ga. Principal photog- 
raphy began Feb. 9, 1989. 

“J was kind of surprised we 
didn’t have any minor incidents 
with such a large black cast in 
an area like Savannah, consider- 
ing their (the city’s) past and 
that this is a film about the Civil 
War,” Washington said.
